On  October  21,  1980,  seven  CPPS 
priests  at  SJC  celebrated  ordination 
anniversaries.  Of  these,  Frs.  Norman 
Heckman,  Edward  McCarthy,  Am¬ 
brose  Heiman,  Rudolph  Bierberg, 
and  Leonard  Kostka  observed  their 
fortieth  year.  Theirs  was  a  special 
class  in  that  (1)  with  twenty  ordained 
they  were  the  largest  class  in  the 
Society’s  history,  and  (2)  their  ordin¬ 
ation  date,  September  8,  1940,  was 
advanced  almost  ten  months  so  that 
a  number  of  them  could  immediately 
(without  even  enjoying  the  custom¬ 
ary  post-ordination  vacation)  prepare 
themselves  for  the  education  apos- 
tolate.  SJC  was  in  need  at  the  time 
of  a  larger  teaching  staff,  because 
the  college  enrollment  had  more 
than  doubled  since  its  first  senior 
class  had  graduated  two  years  previ¬ 
ously.  Of  these  five  jubilarians,  all 
but  Fr.  Kostka  entered  the  minor 
seminary  at  Burkettsville,  Ohio,  in 
1929,  transferred  to  SJC  in  1931 
(where  Kostka  then  joined  them), 
and  then  on  to  St.  Charles  Seminary, 
1935,  to  complete  their  priesthood 
studies. 

Fr.  Heckman  of  Ottawa,  Ohio, 
came  to  SJC  immediately  after  or¬ 
dination  to  study  chemistry  and 
teach  religion.  He  recalls  that  two  of 
his  classmates  had  come  with  him, 
and  among  themselves  it  was  decid¬ 
ed  that  he  should  select  chemistry.

From  1958  to  his  re¬ 
tirement  in  December,  1980,  he  has 
been  on  the  faculty  of  SJC  in  the 
Department  of  Religion.  He  also 
served  as  Assistant  Academic  Dean, 
1961-63,  and  as  Religious  Superior, 
1965-71.  Outside  activities  included 
a  four-year  term  as  Vice  Provincial 
and  Senator  at  Large  in  the  Society 
and  participation  on  renewal  com¬ 
mittees  in  both  the  Society  and  the 
local  Lafayette  diocese.  Publica¬ 
tions  include  his  doctoral  disserta¬ 
tion  and  many  articles  plus  private 
printing  of  books  and  booklets,  two 
of  which,  Bible  Core  and  Bible  Key, 
ought  to  be  rememberd  by  many  re¬ 
cent  alumni.  Fr.  Bierberg  is  spend¬ 
ing  his  retirement  at  SJC  writing 
another  book  and  giving  lectures  in 
the  Core  Program. 

Fr.  Kostka,  originally  from 
Chicago,  III.,  also  immediately  enter¬ 
ed  Catholic  University  of  America 
where  he  earned  a  J.C.L.  (Canon 
Law)  in  1942.  Thereafter  he  served 
on  the  Messenger  Press  (Cartha¬ 
gena,  Ohio),  1942-43,  did  parish  work 
in  Detroit,  1943-45,  served  as  Navy 
Chaplain,  1945-47,  and  did  parish 
work  again  in  Centerville,  Iowa, 
1947-48.  In  1948,  after  a  summer 
course  at  Seton  Hall  University,  he 
was  assigned  to  SJC,  where  he  has 
served  ever  since  in  the  Department 
of  Religion.  In  addition  to  his 
teaching  duties  he  was  made  Col¬ 
lege  Chaplain  in  1955,  Religious 
Superior,  1957-63,  and  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  President,  1963-65. 
Fr.  Kostka  is  still  active  as  part-time 
teacher  and  as  College  Chaplain. 

If  one  would  total  the  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  of  this  class  by  including  that 
of  three  other  classmates  who  also 
served  SJC,  namely,  Frs.  Bernard 


Mores  (one  year),  Edward  Maziarz 
(22  years),  and  Henry  Martin  (17 
years),  it  would  come  to  a  total  of 
207  years. 

The  two  twenty-five  year  men,  Frs. 
James  Froelich  of  Defiance,  Ohio, 
and  Bernard  Meiring  of  Sharpsburg, 
Ohio,  both  studied  at  Brunnerdale 
Seminary,  Canton,  Ohio,  1943-46,  at 
SJC,  1946-49,  and  at  St.  Charles 
Seminary,  1949-55,  and  were  ordain¬ 
ed  June  11,  1955. 

After  one  year  of  parish  work  Fr. 
Froelich  was  assigned  to  Brunner¬ 
dale  Seminary,  1956-71.  He  earned 
an  M.A.  in  education  from  Xavier 
University,  Cincinnati,  1962,  and 
served  as  principal  of  Brunnerdale 
Seminary,  1962-67.  His  work  at  SJC 
began  as  Director  of  Seminarians, 
1971-73.  He  was  also  Director  of 
Guidance  and  Placement,  1975-79, 
and  since  1979  he  has  been  Director 
of  Student  Residence  Life.  He  is 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of 


Religion  and  also  teaches  a  course 
in  Latin. 

Fr.  Meiring’s  first  assignment  was 
SJC.  He  earned  an  A.M.  in  education 
from  the  University  of  Detroit,  1957, 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  education  from  the 
University  of  California,  1963. 
Besides  his  teaching  duties  he 
served  as  Director  of  Guidance  at 
SJC,  1957-59.  He  also  taught  several 
summers  at  the  University  of  Day- 
ton,  another  summer  at  Valparaiso 
University,  and  1968-69  he  was  a  par¬ 
ticipant  in  the  Tri-University  Project 
in  Elementary  Education  at  New 
York  University.  From  1971  to  1972 
he  was  acting  Vice  President  for 
Student  Affairs.  At  present,  he  is  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Vice  President  of  SJC, 
Director  of  Student  Teaching,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation.  He  has  served  on  numerous 
committees  and  his  carefully 
prepared  voluminous  reports  on  the 
College  constitute  in  effect  several 
publications. 


Fr.  Onofrey  Cuts  Record 


Father  Robert  Onofrey,  assistant 
professor  of  music  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  is  featured  on  the  record 
American  Contemporary  Fancies 
and  Inventions  performing  Stephen 
Chatman’s  On  the  Contrary  for  solo 
clarinet  and  eight  virtuoso  instru¬ 
mentalists. 


Composers  Recordings,  Inc.,  (CRI) 
published  the  record,  made  possible 
by  grants  from  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  the  Martha  Baird 
Rockefeller  Fund  for  Music,  Inc., 
and  Temple  University.  The  record 
was  completed  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  Rochester,  N.Y.,  in 
October,  1978  and  released  in

December,  1980,  a  copy  of  which  is 
currently  available  in  Saint  Joseph’s 
library. 

The  first  work  on  the  recording  is 
On  the  Contrary,  featuring  Father 
Onofrey  and  his  clarinet,  accompani¬ 
ed  by  the  Eastman  Musica  Nova 
conducted  by  Sydney  Hodkinson. 
This  is  followed  by  Hesitation  by 
Chatman,  plus  Trio  for  Flute,  Cello 
and  Harpsichord  by  Robert  P. 
Morgan  and  Fantasy  /  Refrain  by  Joe 
Hudson. 


On  the  Contrary  is  written  for  solo 
clarinet  and  eight  virtuoso  instru¬ 
mentalists.  The  work  involves  con¬ 
trasts  of  several  musical  elements 

—  loud  versus  soft  and  solo  ensem¬ 
ble.  The  ideas  are  developed  and 
ordered  so  that  the  form  is  like  a 
maze  which  is  initially  complex  and 
finally  utterly  simple. 

This  composition  was  first  pre¬ 
miered  by  Father  Onofrey  in  1974 
with  the  University  of  Michigan  Con¬ 
temporary  Directions  Ensemble, 
also  under  the  direction  of  Hodkin¬ 
son.  Chatman  is  currently  assistant 
professor  of  composition  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  British  Columbia,  Van¬ 
couver,  B.C. 

“So  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain,  I 
am  the  only  priest  in  the  world  with 
a  doctorate  in  clarinet,”  says  Father 
Onofrey.  “And  I  hope  my  next  record 
consists  exclusively  of  my  own 
works.” 

His  doctoral  dissertation  con¬ 
sisted  of  three  recitals,  all  “firsts”  at 
the  University  of  Michigan.  One  was 
comprised  entirely  of  his  own  com¬ 
positions.  A  second  featured  new 
works  composed  expressly  for  him 

—  On  the  Contrary,  A  Short  Lecture 
on  the  Clarinet,  by  William  Bolcom; 
Four  Soliloquies,  by  Leslie  Bassett; 
Saints  Preserve  Us,  by  William  Al¬ 
bright;  Quiet  Exchange,  by  Chatman; 
and  Dark  Mood,  by  Fr.  Ralph  Verdi  of 
SJC.  The  third  recital  consisted  of 
dinner  music  of  Mozart,  Beethoven 
and  others  actually  performed  dur¬ 
ing  a  testimonial  dinner  given  by  Fr. 
Onofrey  in  honor  of  his  teachers  and 
patrons. 

Fr.  Onofrey  received  all  his 
degrees  in  music  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Michigan:  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  music  education  (1954);  a 
master  of  music  in  woodwinds  and 
composition  (1973);  and  a  doctorate 
in  musical  arts  in  performance  — 
clarinet  (1976).  Presently  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  he  teaches  woodwinds, 
theory  and  music  education.  He  like¬ 
wise  offers  private  lessons.

The  winter  semester  began  with 
944  students,  according  to  the  office 
of  the  registrar.  The  student  popula¬ 
tion  includes  329  freshmen  (34.9  of 
the  total),  228  sophomores  (24.2), 
188  junior  (19.9),  171  seniors  (18.1), 
and  twenty-eight  special  students 
(2.9).  The  total  includes  570  men 
(60.4)  and  374  women  (39.6).  There 
are  850  boarding  students  and  94 
day  students.  The  attrition  rate  be¬ 
tween  the  first  and  second  semester 
is  normal  and  is  due  to  various 
causes:  course  work  completed,  fi¬ 
nances,  academic  inability  and  the 
like. 


Even  with  the  new  semester  less 
than  a  month  old,  the  spring  session 
curriculum  has  already  been  orga¬ 
nized.  There  will  be  forty-seven 
courses  offered  in  sixteen  areas  of

instruction.  Pre-registration  will  be¬ 
gin  in  the  middle  of  April,  and  class¬ 
es  will  start  on  May  12th.  Dr.  William 
Downard,  63,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  history,  is  in  charge 
of  the  spring  and  summer  sessions. 


An  innovation,  or  perhaps  reintro¬ 
duction,  which  will  come  to  pass  on 
April  26th  is  renewed  railroad  service 
for  Rensselaer.  On  that  day  the  Am- 
trak  between  Chicago  and  Indian¬ 
apolis  will  make  its  first  stop  here. 
There  is  a  morning  train  into  Chicago 
and  an  early  evening  train  from  Chi¬ 
cago  to  Indianapolis.  Amtrak  calls  it 
the  “Hoosier  State.”  The  adoption 
of  this  new  schedule  was  accom¬ 
plished  through  hundreds  of  signa¬ 
tures  on  letters  of  petition  from 
local  groups,  as  well  as  through  the 
good  offices  of  Congressman  Floyd 
Fithian,  Rensselaer’s  Mayor  Merri- 
man  (’73),  and  Edson  Murray  who  re¬ 
presented  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  The  Rensselaer  Republican 
also  lent  heavy  support.  “We  will 
have  the  service,”  says  Murray. 
“Now  we  have  to  use  it.” 


The  new  semester  saw  the  rise  of 
four  new  clubs  on  campus:  the 
Economics  Club,  the  Sociology 
Club,  the  Rugby  Club,  and  the  Pom 
Pon  Club.  This  last  group  provides 
entertainment  during  halftime  at 
basketball  games. 


Under  the  direction  of  Sister 
Karen  Craig,  dean  of  student  ser¬ 
vices,  SJC  hosted  the  first  Seminar 
on  Residence  Halls  on  January  23rd. 
The  theme  of  the  conference  was, 
“Residence  Hall  Structuring  and 
Values.”  The  purpose  was  “to  en¬ 
able  various  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  to  discuss  ideas  on  dormitory 
living  and  improvement  of  on-cam¬ 
pus  life.”  Among  the  speakers  were 
representatives  from  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Bloomington,  Anderson  Col¬ 
lege,  Marion  College,  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity  and,  of  course,  Saint  Joseph’s. 
More  than  a  hundred  attended  the 
sessions.  The  day  was  so  success¬ 
ful  that  the  group  is  moving  in  the 
direction  of  making  it  an  annual  af¬ 
fair. 


Saint  Joseph’s  hosted  a  residence  hall  structuring  and  values  seminar  Jan.  23  in  the  Halleck 
Center  ballroom  and  lounge  areas.  Resident  assistants,  hall  directors,  hall  governors  and  hall 
disciplinary  board  representatives  from  various  Indiana  colleges  and  universities  attended  the 
seminar. 


The  pre-Christmas  activities  were 
as  hectic  as  ever,  with  the  various 
clubs  and  classes  sponsoring  their 
annual  holiday  parties.  The  College 
chorus  presented  its  annual  concert. 
But  special  commendation  should 
be  accorded  to  the  Black  Student 
Union  for  their  one-week  clothing 
drive  for  needy  persons  in  the  area. 
This  has  been  a  tradition  for  some 
years  now  and  bespeaks  the  true 
spirit  of  Christmas  more  than  many 
other  holiday  activities. 


At  the  end  of  November  the  Core 
faculty  invited  the  Most  Reverend  Ed¬ 
ward  W.  O’Rourke,  DD,  bishop  of  the 
diocese  of  Peoria  IL,  to  speak  in  the 
auditorium  to  students  and  guests  on 
the  subject:  “Living  Like  a  King  —  a 
Plea  for  a  Simple  Lifestyle.”  He  call¬ 
ed  for  using  natural  resources  re¬ 
sponsibly  and  moderately,  and  for  a 
reduction  in  consumerism,  in  food, 
in  clothing,  by  being  less  pressured 
by  advertisements  and  fads.  He  fa¬ 
vored  an  emphasis  on  more  energy- 
efficient  homes  and  automobiles. 
His  illustrated  lecture  pointed  out 
specific  ways  in  which  Americans 
can  simplify  their  lifestyles  in  ac¬ 
cord  with  Gospel  teaching.  Bishop 
O’Rourke  is  past  executive  director 
of  the  National  Catholic  Rural  Life 
Conference,  in  which  capacity  he 
established  over  200  economic  de¬ 
velopment  committees,  100  anti¬ 
poverty  committees,  and  more  than 
100  cooperatives  among  low-income 
people  in  this  nation  and  in  five  other 
countries.  He  authored  five  books. 
His  lecture  was  well  received  by  both 
students  and  guests.

Dr.  Downard’s,  ’63,  interest  in  the 
sudsy  stein  resulted  in  his  second 
book  on  the  distilling  and  brewing  in¬ 
dustry  in  America  entitled  Dictionary 
of  the  History  of  the  American  Brew¬ 
ing  and  Distilling  Industries.  He  is  al¬ 
so  the  author  of  The  Cincinnati  Brew¬ 
ing  Industry:  A  Social  and  Economic 
History.  The  new  work  is  a  long  and 
colorful  history  which  might  be  sub¬ 


titled,  “All  You’ve  Ever  Wanted  to 
Know  About  Brews  and  Other  Spirit¬ 
uous  Potations.”  The  Dictionary 
treats  such  topics  as  distillation 
processes,  federal  liquor  regula¬ 
tions,  prohibition,  and  alcohol  con¬ 
sumption  in  America.  There  are  re¬ 
sumes  of  about  190  prominent  brew¬ 
eries  and  100  distilleries.  It  contains 
an  introductory  survey  and  twelve 
appendices.  Obviously  it  is  a  very 
thorough  study,  and  the  incautious 
reader  may  allow  his  own  Budweiser 
to  get  flat  as  he  pores  over  the 
book’s  fascinating  contents.

Bro.  Frank  Celebrates  40  Years  Of  Service  To  SJC 


All  too  often  those  who  serve  our 
most  elemental  needs  in  life  are 
those  who  are  passed  over  in  favor 
of  people  who  offer  only  conveni¬ 
ences  and  luxuries.  An  institution  in 
our  area  would  soon  close  its  doors 
without  heat,  warm  water,  and 
steam  for  the  operation  of  kitchen 
facilities.  And  so,  to  a  sizeable  num¬ 
ber  of  our  alumni  and  alumnae,  the 
name  of  Brother  Frank  Werling, 
CPPS  may  be  unknown.  He  is  now 
retired,  but  he  recently  celebrated 
his  fortieth  anniversary  of  service  to 
the  College  community  in  the  power 
house. 

For  many  years  his  day  began  at 
3:00  in  the  morning  with  the  firing  of 
the  boilers,  and  ended  with  banking 
the  fires  at  11:00  p.m.,  with  time  out 
for  Mass,  morning  and  evening 
prayers  and  meals.  Only  he  and 
another  man  worked  in  the  power 
house,  so  there  was  all  too  little 
time  for  rest  during  the  daytime 
hours.  When  a  three-shift  system 
was  introduced,  he  rotated  shifts 
with  the  other  employees,  but  he 
was  always  on  call  when  emergen¬ 
cies  arose  —  and  these  were  not  in¬ 
frequent  enough! 

Brother  Frank  was  born  in  Tiffin, 
OH  in  1909.  He  made  his  religious 
profession  in  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood  in  1927,  came  to 
SJC  in  1938  and  began  his  uninter¬ 
rupted  forty  years  in  the  power 
house  in  1939.  His  brother  Paul,  also 
a  member  of  the  Society,  gave  most 
of  his  religious  life  in  service  to  the 
College  in  a  variety  of  capacities. 
Citizens  of  Rensselaer  recall  his 
panel  truck  in  their  streets  when  he 
shuttled  the  mail  between  the  local 
post  office  and  Col legevi I le  Station, 
or  tooled  about  on  a  variety  of  er¬ 
rands  so  numerous  and  so  nec¬ 
essary  for  a  smooth  maintenance  of 
College  business.  Brother  Paul  died 
in  1973. 


Retirement  has  not  sapped  Broth¬ 
er  Frank’s  energies.  Over  and 
beyond  his  religious  obligations,  he 
remains  active  in  a  number  of  ways: 
he  helps,  for  instance,  Fr.  Rueve  in

apiculture.  Four  or  five  years  ago  he 
became  interested  in  building  var¬ 
ious  models  —  from  scratch.  A  log 
cabin,  fully  furnished,  from  broom 
sticks;  steam  engines,  a  grain  box,  a 
covered  wagon,  a  flat  bed  hay  rack, 
and  four  replicas  of  the  SJC  grotto 
—  one  constructed  from  laundry 
cardboard  and  playing  marbles!  It  is 
fascinating  to  hear  him  tell  of  mak¬ 
ing  wheels  from  pipes  and  spokes 
and  axles  from  God  knows  what! 
His  most  recent  creation  was  a 
beautiful  creche  for  the  CPPS  dining 
room  which  highlighted  the  warmth 
and  meaning  of  the  season  for  his 
confreres. 

After  an  especially  successful  pro¬ 
duction  on  the  BBC-TV,  the  director 
and  star  were  asked  to  ruminate  on 
the  “ingredients”  which  led  to  the 
overwhelming  acceptance  of  their 
accomplishment.  Not  surprisingly, 


they  concluded  that  the  “people 
behind  the  scenes”  in  reality  were 
most  responsible  for  the  superior 
production.

(81-68),  Northeastern  Illinois  (97-74) 
and  Oakland  (94-85)  while  the  set¬ 
backs  were  administered  by  Eastern 
Illinois  (87-75)  and  Southern  lllinois- 
Edwardsville  (78-69). 

Overall  team  balance  plus  well- 
planned  use  of  the  team’s  depth  are 
paying  handsome  early-season  divi¬ 
dends  for  the  women’s  team,  which 
rolled  to  a  6-2  pre-Christmas  record. 

One  year  ago,  the  Pumas'  game 
plan  was  seriously  dented  by  an  on¬ 
going  string  of  injuries  to  key  players 
and  many  of  the  cagers  were  forced 
to  fill  in  at  spots  not  always  best 
suited  to  individual  talents.  This 
year,  fortunately,  the  injury  bugaboo
